Smart Prairie 
Dogs Build 
Huge Towns 


BAR HARBOR, Me.—If anyone 


is going to the dogs, consider some 
towns that have always belonged 
to the dogs—prairie dogs. These 
squirrel like rodents are as capa- 
ble in many ways of forming liv- 
able communities as man is, 

Their social behavior, which has 
been studied by the staff of the 
Roscoe B, Jackson Mémorial lab- 
oratory here, resembles that of 
clannish human communities, 
Prairie dog towns are often enor- 
mous, covering tens or even hun- 
dreds of square miles and pro- 
viding homes for thousands of ani- 
mals, Despite the continuity of the 
towns, cliques of as many as 40 
dogs are formed. The members 
keep out strangers, Young and old 
dogs of both sexes do the exclud- 
ing. 

Members of a clique are happy 
when they are not fighting a war. 
They groorn one another, play

other against strangers, and work 
together to build their burrows in 
peace, : 

The advantages of social har- 
mony are shown in adaption to 
the environment. Amount and kinds 
of food available are controlled. 
The ‘dogs’ cooperate in furnish- 
ing themselves with numerous 
homes and refuges. Such advan- 
tages might easily be lost by over- 
population, which could cause mass 
Starvation and disease. But the 
smart prairie dogs exercise and 
control the density of their num. 
bers. 


Herd Management 
Pays Off for Farmers 


BROOKVILLE, Ind.—Dairymen 
are finding that the system of herd 
them by 
high production costs are paying 
off in increased production and 
profits. A program outlined by 
G. A. Williams, Purdue university, 
that has the approval of local farm- 
ers is as follows: 


Grow more grass per acre. Once 
established, a stand of grass good 
enough to-‘carry one cow per acre, 
costs no more to maintain than a 
pasture requiring three acres per 
cow. 

Make the first cutting of alfalfa 
into silage. The amount of milk 
produced per acre from. grass 
Silage has been found to be 12 pe: 
cent more than is made when the 


Use less and cheaper concen- 
trates. A study of the Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association records 
that many farmers with 
poor pasture feed as much and 
sometimes more grain for each 
pound of milk on pasture as they 
do during the winter months. 

Labor costs on pastures are only 
about 10 per cent of those for grow- 
ing crops. 

Some dairymen when short of 
quality roughage attempt to sub- 
stitute concentrates for hay and 
pasture. This allows for heavy 
grain allowances and often brings 
about a physical condition in a cow 
that is favorable to mastitis and 
other diseases.
